1 . This Office Action incorporates Reasons For Allowance . 

2. The Applicant's Amendment After Final filed 3/1 7/2008 has been entered and 
made of record. 

3. The Applicant has canceled claim(s) 1-6 and 9-24. 

4. The application has pending claim(s) 7 and 8. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 7 and 8 are allowable over the prior art of record. 
Independent claims 7 and 8 each respectively recite the limitations of: wherein 

the image quality setting data is a coefficient multiplied by a ratio of the total number of 
pixels in the frame data to a total number of pixels in the image data, and the step (a) 
calculates the value of the coefficient multiplied by the ratio, determines the number of 
frames of data for acquisition generally coinciding with the value, and acquires the 
determined number of the frames of data from the video data. 

The combination of these features as cited in the claims in combination with the 
other limitations of the claims, are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of 
record. 
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The closest reference Herman et al (US 6,075,905) discloses mosaic image 
construction by selecting a set of source images to be combined into a mosaic by 
finding a set of good quality images that cover the intended domain and content of the 
mosaic. However, Herman does not teach the limitations cited above.
